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vemment was adveree to these pro- 
cessions. On a subsequent day, they 
again appeared on parade la similar 
array, and on further remonstrance 
flora the Earl, report states that se- 
veral corps of yeomanry itraounting 
to about 575 out of 600 men, sur- 
rendered their arms &c. In our last 
number we pointed out the inconve- 
niences of this S}stem, as promoting 
disunion among neighbours, and weak- 
ening the strength of the empire. It 
appears objectionable in anotlier point 
ot view, such associations may inju- 
riously controul the- operations of go- 
vernment, when they dislike their 
proceedings. Imperium in imperio, or 
a body acting independently of go- 
vernment, has ever been considered an 
impropriety in politics. The late 
Karl of Clare, our well known chan- 
cellor, declared that all clubs as 
well those appa/ently in favour of 
government, as the ones directiv hos- 
tile, were contrary to the principles 
of law. In a government, where the 

Eeople are duly represented, and 
ave their proper weight, in their own 
department, there is no need of Jaco- 
bin Clubs, United Societies, or Or- 
ange Associations. Give to the peo- 
ple their just share in the legislature, 
and nothing is to be feared from a 
muffled conspiracy, nor will there be 
occasion to look for support from as- 
sociations of a part of the people con- 
taining in their formation the prin- 
ciples of division, 
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jit a Meeting of Ike Freeholders and Inkabi- 

iiifits, convened this day, at the S/iire-Hall, 

at Chelmsford, by public adxiertisein^nt : 

That the Rifiht 

of the People to meet and discusis public 

int asures, to consider the conduct of their 

representatives, and to prefer any address, 

jjetition, or i-emonstrance to the king, or 

either house of parliament, should be 

asserted and maintained by every friend 

to the liberties of England.

to the requisition for assembling the county, 
is- an uiiwairantable attempt to prevent 
the people of Essex from expressing their 
opi n ion on snbjtcts most impoitaut to their 
best interests. 

That the thanks of this meeting he 
piven to nwyllim Lloyd Wardli', esq. for 
his having instituted the late inquiry in 
the house of commons, relative to the 
conduct of the commander in chief, and 
for the fiimness ivhioh he display<^<l 
in disfhatge of his duty, in defiance of 
the threats of the ministers, and artilices 
of the crown lawyers.

of the people as are compatible with the 
means of national security. 

That C. C. Western, esq. one of th« 
members for the borough of Maldon (and 
the only member returned from the County 
of Essex who supported Colonel Wardle, 
or has declared in the house of commons 
bis conviction of the necessity of a spee- 
dy and effectual Reform) by the uuiforO', 
upright, tud iudepeudtdt conduct whici 
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he has invariably «bsetv»«l upon public 
questions, has highly merited the tjianfcs 
aiid approbation of this meeting.

AGRICULTURAL REPORr. 
J-'rorn June 20, till July 20. 

The weather for several wteks past, has been extremely hot and dry, w1^ieh ha^ 
greatly set up the oat crops on poor or exhausted grounds, and they are likely to be 
short and small headed. 

The nhf-at in some districts is also complained of for being th:n, particularly 
jn the lis;ht grounds in tlit: Barony of "Lecaie, where it is understood there is not* 
prospect of a heavy crop, in some other quarters there is a better appearance al- 
though in some places, the farmers are appr'jheusive of injury from the rust or red 
blast, which is observed in many nf the wheat fields. 

The crops of grain however upon the whole, loqk tolerably well, and it has been 
re.marked by an extensive fanner from the west of Ireland, who has lately been 
in this country, that tiicy look much better in the north, than in the more southern 
districts. 

Much of the hay has bfwn jot up in excellent order, but. on the dry grounds the 
quantity is thoouht to be su.ili, owing, as it is supposed, to the v^ry dry wtstflier 
we bad in Mav,
